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JAPANESE  OCCUPATION  COINS" 

THAILAND 

by  Albert  J.  Ruh 

Some  years  ago  an  old  Thai  friend  gave  me  a handful  of  small  coins 
for  my  collection.  Included  were  three  tin  coins  in  uncirculated 
condition.  He  told  me  that  they  were  used  by  the  Japarese  during 
World  War  II  in  the  military  camps  outside  of  Bangkok.  He  said  he 
had  them  since  the  war  and  had  been  keeping  them  because  they  were 
unusual. 

The  coins  are  well  struck  and  are  equal  in  workmanship  to  official 
Thai  coins  of  the  period.  Since  they  are  made  of  tin  it  is  probable 
that  they  were  struck  in  Thailand.  A description  of  the  largest  coin 
is  as  follows: 


Obverse  inscriptions: 

Top:  "Radthabaan  Thai"  (Government  of  Thailand) 

Bottom:  "Sib  Sen"  (Ten  Sen) 


Reverse:  Center  symbol  represents  the  Thai  military. 

Middle:  "10  Sen" 

Bottom:  "Phaw  Saw  2486"  (equivalent  to  194-3) 
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Further  evidence  that  these  coins  were  struck  in  Thailand  is  found  in 
the  first  syllable  of  the  world  "Radthabaan  Thai".  Although  the 
sound  is  the  same,  a different  letter  is  used  for  the  final  sound  of 
the  first  syllable  than  in  normal  spelling..  (An  example  in  English 
would  be  "forethought"  spelled  as  "fourthought",  pronunciation  is 
the  same.)  A Thai-English  dictionary  of  the  period  (McFarland,  194l) 
defines  the  spelling  of  the  first  syllable  on  the  coin  as  "to  com- 
press, to  squeeze,  to  encircle  or  gird  up". 

This  peculiar  spelling  is  found  only  on  Thai  official  coins  of  the 
period  1942-1945  (Yeoman's  5 8-65,  inclusive).  Earlier  coins,  Yeo- 
man's 54-57,  and  later  coins.  Yeoman's  64  and  on,  use  the  conven- 
tional and  correct  spelling.  Perhaps  this  is  another  example  of  wry 
Thai  wit  under  the  Japanese  occupation.  The  mother  of  a Thai  friend 
once  told  me  that  the  people  in  her  town  (on  the  main  route  from 
Bangkok  to  the  north  and  northeast)  habitually  charged  the  Japanese 
soldiers  three  times  normal  market  prices  for  the  most  common  goods, 
feeling  that  this  was  one  way  to  show  their  feeling  towards  occupa- 
tion. 

The  denominations  shown  (l,  5 and  10  sen)  are  the  only  ones  of  these 
occupation  coins  I have  seen.

COUNTERFEITS 


by  Tom  Hamilton 

BEWARE  OF  SAN  MARINO  20  LIRE  1938. ..... 

Excellent  cast  counterfeits  exist  and  have  been  recently  offered 
for  sale  by  at  least  one  mail-order  dealer  in  the  United  States. 

If  you  bought  a "bargain-priced"  specimen  of  this  date  within  the 
last  few  months  or  so,  I suggest  you  have  it  weighed  (any  druggist 
can  do  this,  and  is  usually  curious  enough  about  coin  collectors  to 
do  so,  gladly) . It  should  weigh,  if  genuine,  20  grams,  no  more, 
no  less.  If  such  is  not  the  case,  it  would  be  prudent  indeed  to 
return  the  coin  for  a refund. 

Also  recently  marketed  in  the  United  States  are  counterfeits  of  the 
following  (among  others,  see  Coin  World  Newspaper,  August  4,  1971, 
page  l)  which  I have  seen: 

GERMANY  5 Mark  19J2A  Goethe  - EF,  but  not  a trace  of  luster; 
also  delta-shaped  mint  mark. 

WALDECK  5 Mark  1903  - "UNC"  as  to  lack  of  wear,  but  not  a 

trace  of  luster. 

SAXE-COBURG -GOTHA  5 Mark  1970  - shows  slightest  wear  on  hair 
but  good  enough  for  "EF"  in  most  circles.  Again,  no  luster. 

SAXE -MEININ GEN  20  Mark  Gold  1914  - cross  and  crown  about 
eagle's  head  is  obviously  malformed  and  the  eagle's  neck  is 
also  abnormally  flat. 

All  three  of  the  German  silver  coins  above  have  a grey  color, 
similar  to  that  of  a matte  proof  but  not  quite  as  dark.  Normal 
"dipping"  or  cleaning  procedures  will  not  alter  this  grey  color. 
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A NUMISMATIC  LIBRARY 

by  T.  W.  Sheehan 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  things  in  collecting  world  coins  is  research- 
ing a new  addition  to  one's  collection.  If  you  are  the  curious  type, 
like  most  numismatists,  your  most  valuable  asset  is  a good  research 
library  where  you  can  discover  the  history  of  your  coins.  A true 
numismatist  may  have  a larger  library  than  collection.  Actually  a 
numismatist  doesn't  really  need  coins  at  all  because  the  definition 
of  the  word  is  "one  who  studies  the  science  of  coins  and  metals". 
However,  the  emphasis  in  this  country  is  on  coins  and  not  metals. 

There  are  many  thousands  of  books  that  could  be  included  in  a person's 
library.  One  need  only  to  consider  his  specialty  or  main  area  of 
interest  in  putting  together  a numismatic  library. 

The  most  basic  books  for  a collector  of  foreign  coins  are  "Modem 
World  Coins"  by  R.  S.  Yeoman  and  "Current  Coins  of  the  World"  by  the 
same  author.  Both  are  general  catalogues  with  price  listings  and 
pictures  for  identification.  "Modem  World  Coins"  begins  listing 
coins  minted  after  1850.  "Current  Coins  of  the  World"  is  basically 
intended  as  a supplement  for  the  former.  "Coins  of  the  World"  by 
W.  D.  Craig  is  also  a reference  catalogue  covering  the  period  from 
1750  to  1850.  It  depends  more  on  word  description  than  pictures  as 
in  Yeoman's  books,  but  is  also  well  illustrated. 

A collector  who  specializes  in  the  coins  of  one  country  will  generally 
be  able  to  find  several  books  on  that  country.  As  an  example  a spec- 
ialist in  Swedish  coins  would  want  to  have  in  his  library:  "The  Cata- 

logue of  Scandinavian  Coins"  by  Burton  Hobson;  "Copper  Coins  of 
Sweden"  by  0.  P.  Eklund  (ANA  reprint);  and  "Seigs  M^mlkalalog"  by 
Norden.  This  book  is  printed  in  Danish  and  also  covers  the  coinage 
of  Denmark,  Faeroe  Islands,  Greenland,  Iceland,  Norway  and  Finland 
that  was  minted  from  1873  to  1969- 

Great  Britain's  coinage  is  probably  covered  by  more  books  than  any 
other  country.  The  library  of  a collector  of  British  coins  should 
include:  "Coins  of  the  British  World"  by  Friedberg;  the  "Standard 

Catalog  of  British  Coins"  by  Seaby;  the  third  edition  of  the  "Guide- 
book and  Catalogue  of  British  Commonwealth  Coins"  by  Remick,  et  al; 
the  series  on  Commercial  Tokens  by  R.  C.  Bell;  "Money  in  Britain"  by 
C.  R.  Josset  the  list  goes  on  and  on. 

A person  who  specializes  in  crowns  also  has  many  books  to  choose  from. 
The  Davenport  series  on  European  and  German  crowns  is  considered  the 
basic  reference  for  that  continent.  Davenport  has  also  authored  a 
paperback  on  the  "Silver  Dollars  of  Africa".  "Silver  Dollars  of  North 
and  South  America"  by  Wayte  Raymond  is  also  an  excellent  reference. 

Of  a more  general  nature  are  books  on  the  history  of  coins.  "Money 
Tells  the  Story"  by  RAdm.  0.  H.  Dodson  is  a paperback  that  most  coin 
dealers  h*ve  and  sell  for  $1.00.  RAdm.  Dodson  gives  a very  good  short 
sketch  on  the  history  of  money  and  includes  interesting  comments  on 
odd  and  curious  money.  "Facts  and  Fictions  About  Coins"  by  Leon  Lind- 
heim  is  also  in  paperback.  This  book  gives  a short  historical  note 
or  anecdote  on  many  well  known  coins.  The  curators  of  our  National 
collection  in  the  Smithsonian  have  written  three  very  interesting 
books  that  can  be  bought  from  the  government  printing  office: 
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"Italian  Coin  Engravers  Since  1800";  "Numismatics,  an  Ancient  Science" 
and  "The  History  of  the  National  Numismatic  Collection".  All  three 
can  be  bought  for  less  than  $5.00. 

If  you  choose  not  to  have  a permanent  library  in  your  home  but  yet 
want  to  explore  numismatics,  I suggest  that  you  make  a visit  to  your 
local  public  library.  Most  larger  libraries  will  cover  numismatics 
in  a general  way  because  they  must  appeal  to  the  general  population. 
Unless  you  are  doing  detailed  research  you  will  find  the  public  lib- 
rary very  helpful.  College  and  university  libraries  tend  more  toward 
ancient  coins  and  may  have  older  collections  for  reference  that  are 
too  expensive  for  public  libraries. 

In  order  to  get  the  most  out  of  collecting  coins  one  should  make  an 
effort  to  build  up  a numismatic  library.  Without  an  adequate  library 
all  a collector  really  has  is  a round  bit  of  metal  that  he  knows  was 
sometime  in  the  past  exchanged  for  value.  With  a library  one  truly  is 
a numismatist  (one  who  studies  coins)  and  can  make  collecting  even 
more  enjoyable.  It  has  been  said  that  a real  numismatist  will  dispose 
of  his  coins  before  his  books.
